BESIEGES MAN AND 
SHORT BLONDE WIFE 


Husband in Store Menaced by 
Knife in One Woman’s Haad 
and Hatpin in Other. 


SHE APPEALS TO POLICE 


When She Married 44 Years Ago 
She Supposed the Man Had 
Been. Divorced. 


While George Edmundson and hts 
short, blonde wife were at arms in 
his butcher shop at 3204 Laclede ave-

An hour before, the Edmundson 
stronghold, consisting of a butcher shop, 
a grocery and a saloon, with living 
apartments. above it, were placed in a 
state of sieEe. after Mrs. Emma Edmund- 
son, wife No. 2, had appeared at Polite 
Headquarters and asked that policemen 
be sent with her to help her get her 
property. 

She said that a month ago her hus- 
band sent her to Chicago on a@ vaca- 
tion, and that when she returned to St. 
Louis a few days ago she found another 
woman installed at her home. 

First One Deserted 17 Years Ago. 

She since had learned, she said, that 
this ‘woman was Edmundson’s first wife, 
whom he had deserted in Jersey City 17 
years ago. She told the police she and 
Edmundson were married in Hammond, 
Ind., 14 years ago. She was then un- 
der the impression he had beén divorced. 

‘The short blond wife arrived in St. 
Louis about a month ago, shortly after 
the tall blond one went to Chicasuv. 

“My name is Mrs. Mary Cowgill,’ 
she suid to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
as she grasped the butcher knife Mvun- 
day. ‘Cowgill is my husband’s rigtt 
name. He changed it after he left me 
and our seven children 17 years ago. 

“T became a trained nurse and sup- 
ported the children. All these years I 
have been trying to locate my hus- 
band. Through detectives I learned 
he was in St. Louis. About a month 
ago I walked into his store here. He 
hugged and kissed me and seemed 


very glad to see me 
“He took me upstairs to his apart- 


ments and told me that henceforth this 
would be my home if T wanted to stay.

Grueninger ‘‘Not to Do a Thing”’ 
to Bring Back Bigamist Un- 
der Jail Sentence. 
OFFENSE EXTRADITABLE 
Drummond Suddenly Changes 


Front Seems Confident He 
Will Not Be Molested.

Charles R. Drummond’s honeymoon 
with his fourth bride in San Diego, Cal., 
will not be interrupted by St. Louis 
County officials, although Drummond is 
under sentence to serve six months in 
the Clayton jail for bigamy, an extra- 
ditable offense. 

Sheriff Grueninger, who is seeking the 
nomination for Assessor of St. Louis 
County on the Republican ticket, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that he 
was “not going to do a thing’’ toward 
apprehending Drummond. The story of 


Drummond’s marriage to Mrs. Marjorie 
Duffy of Utica, N. Y., as told by Drum- 


mond himself in the first interview he} 


has given since his flight from St. Louis, 
appeared exclusively in Sunday’s Post- 
Dispatch. 

, Sheriff Not Interested. 

“Charlies R. Prummond is the farthest 
thing from my mind,’’ said the Sheriff 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “If he has 
married again, that is his business, not 
mine.,’’ | 

When told there could be no doubt’ as 
to Drummond's whereabouts, he refused 
to talk further of the matter and 
walked away. 

Drummond’s’ willingness that his 
whereabouts should be known is in 
strange contrast to his attitude of a 
few weeks ago, when he was in hourly 
fear of arrest and complained that he 
could not sleep because of this con- 
stant worry. Now he seems confident 
that he will not be molested. He has 
been regularly kept informed of the 
county officials’ movements, and it has 
been supposed that a detective agency 
sent him this information, 

When Drummond was in Reno, Nev., 
recently with his bride, their marriage 
having not been announced up to that 
time, a Post-Dispatch reporter told 
Sheriff Grueninger that Drummond had 
been found. The information was con- 
tained in a dispatch to the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

Grueninger said he would wire to 
Reno asking for Drummond’s arrest and 
detention. He asked that the dispatch 
be not published, and the Post-Dispatch 
consented to postpone publication. That 
was on a Friday. 

On the following day, Saturday, the 
Sheriff told the reporter several times 
that he had wired asking for Drum- 
mond’s arrest, and was hourly expect- 
img a reply. As late as 11 p. m. on that 
ay he said he was “still waiting’ to 
hear from the Reno authorities. 


Decides -to “Give It Up.” 

Monday he said he didn’t helieve 
Drummond was in Reno, and ‘Tuesday 
he said he would “give it up.” The 
Post-Dispatch sent an inquiry to Reno 
and was promptly informed that no 
telegram from Grueninger had been re- 
ceived by the authorities. [t was also 
learned that Drummond had hastily de- 
parted from Reno. 

When the Post-Dispatch reporter who 
had talked with Grueninger asked him 
to explain the matter, the Sheritf ex- 
claimed, “‘No, I never wired. Thinx I’m 
a fool? I’ve spent $6.80 out of my own 
pocket wiring after Drummond on fake 
clews, and I’m not going to spend an- 
other cent.”’ 

J.ater Grueninger said he had been tola 
that Drummond could not be extradited, 
his offense having been only a misde- 
meanor. Prosecuting Attorney Mills 
was seen, and declared that the Sheriff 
was mistaken, and that bigamy was a 
felony. When Grueninger was told of 
this, he said: ‘“‘Well, no one ever told 
tne so.’’ 

It is customary for the County Court 
to make appropriations for special ex- 
penses of the Sheriff, but Grueninger 
hus refused to ask for any funds to 
apprehend Drummond. 

Prummond’s attorney, Ford Thomp- 
son, lately conducted negotiations with 
the county authorities looking to his 
return. He found Prosecuting Attorney 
M lis ready to recommend a shortening 
cf the jail term as a compromise, but 
wren he spoke with Judge Wurdeman, 
the Judge told him Clayton was “not 
much of a summer resort.’’ 

Drummond Aided by Relatives. 

While Drummond has been reported 
to be out of funds, other members of the 
millionaire tobacco family have been 
helping him since he has been in San 
Diego. 

In his interview jn Sunday's Post-Dis- 
patch Drummond said he married Mrs. 
Duffy in Chicago in May. She is a re- 
cent Reno divorcee. He was at that 
time free to wed, his second wife having 
divorced him. His third marriage toox 
place before the divorce and caused his 
arrest for bigamy. 

He pleaded guilty, was sentenced to 
jail and paroled. The parole was re- 
voked after his elopement to New York 
with a stenographer, and Drummond has 
since been a fugitive. His third wife 
later got a divorce.

William H. Trefts Jr. Makes 
27-Minute Flight in Azro- 
plane With Anthony Jan- 
nus at Height of 3000 Feet

Willdam H. Trefts Jr., a+ Post-Dis- 
patch staff photographer, made an aero- 


plane flight Sunday afternoon - with 
Aviator Anthony Jannus, covering the 
Ilorissant Valley, Creve Coeur Lake and 
St. Charles territories and the Missouri 
side of the Mississippi River opposite 
Alton, returning via the Chain of Rocks, 
the flight being maintained at a height 
of 3000 feet during its 27 minutes’ dura- 
tion, in which time about 30 miles of 
air-space were traversed. 

This flight gave Trefts and Jannus a 
finely comprehensive view of the inland 
floods caused by the rain storm which 
accompanied the great electrical dis- 
turbance Saturday night and early Sun- 
day morning. 

‘We flew in a Benoist aeroplane,’’ 
Trefts said, ‘and the machine behaved 
beautifully from start to finish. ‘It was 
inv third flight, the two preceding ones 
having been made with Walter Brookins 
last year. The new Benoist aeroplane 
is the latest model, on the monoplane 
order, and is much safer and more com- 
fortable for the passenger accompany- 
ing the aviator. 

Safer Than Old Model 

“The passenger sits in front of the 
ariver, in a sort of cage, with a good, 
substantial floor, and feels much more 
secure than in the old model, The aero- 
piane’s engine is in front of him. The 
height of 3000 feet which we maintained 
throughout the flight is only 500 feet 
‘ower than the world’s altitude record 
*sr an aeroplane carrying 4 passenger. 

“The flight began from Kinloch Field 
at 4 p. m., and the start was witnessed 
by a large crowd. We rose on a steady 
incline to 3000 feet. After circling about 
the fisld once or twice we flew south- 
westerly to Creve Coeur, thence to the 
Missouri River at a point directly oppo- 
site St. Charles. Then we crossed and 
recrossed the Missouri, after which we 
flew down that river and then circled 
above the old monastery near the village 
of Florisant, the place where novitiates 
are educated for the Jesuit priesthood. 


“From there we flew northeast to the 
railroad bridge crossing the Mississippi 
River to Alton, but We remained on this 
side of the Mississippi, returning by 
way of the Chain of Rocks and regain- 
ing Kinloch Field, after a total flight 
of 30 miles, at exactly 4:27 p. m., thus 
averaging something over a mile a min- 
ute in flying speed. We made our land- 
ing as easily as would a bird, and at no 
time was there any difficulty with the 
aeroplane, although a pretty stiff breeze 
was blowing during the entire ‘light. 

Valley Is Flooded. 

“The Florissant Valley was covered 
with an inland flood until, in some 
places, it looked like a lake and in 
others like a wide river. This flood was 
caused by the tremendous rains of Sat- 
urday night and before dawn of Sun- 
day. Many barns were under water. 
The wheat fields were inundated, and 
we saw many cows, sometimes an en- 


‘tire-herd, standing in the Water. up to 


Several farmhouses als> 
were flooded to their second story.

SAYS CHAUFFEUR 


She Held Him as Men Tied Him 
to Wheels and Searched Him, 
Declares Taxi Driver. 





A blonde woman wearing a white dress 
threw a rope around the neck of Wal- 
ter Harrison, a taxicab chauffeur, and 
held him while her two men companions 
tied him to a wheel of his machine and 
rifled his pockets, according to the story 
told by Harrison to policemen of the 
Page Boulevard District at 2 a. m.

He had been on the road about 15 min- 
utes, he said, when the woman threw 
the rope about his neck and held him 
fast until her companions had alighted 
from the cab and proceeded to bind him 
to the wheels. 

Woman Laughs at Robbery. 

Harrison said the woman laughed the 
whole time the robbery was being com- 
mitted and that the sight of the $20 bill 
which one of the men had paid on ac- 
count afforded her much pleasure. She 
remarked they had enjoyed a cheap ride 
and urged her companions to hurry lest 
they might be caught in the act. 

The woman appeared to be about 2% 
years old, Harrison said, and was a de- 
cided blonde. Her entire garb was of 
white. The men wore blue serge suits. 
One appeared to be about 2 years old 
and the other about ®. 

The robbery occurred at a lonely spot 
wn the Olive Street road at 12:45 a. m., 
Harrison said. When he called for help, 
the woman, he said, ordered her com- 
panions to follow her, and they dis- 
appeared into the bushes skirting the 
road, 

An Hour Freeing Himeelf. 

Harrison said he wriggled for half an 
hour after the female bandit and her 
companions went away and finally suc- 
ceeded in wrenching himself loose. He 
went to the Capri Inn and notified the 
Columbia Taxicab garage by telephone. 

Several chauffeurs were sent to Har- 
rison’s assistancé and they later ac- 
companied nim to the Page boulevard 
station.

Pheidippides was a common sol- 
dier, the story runs, and was dis- 
patched as a courier to Athens 
with the news of the great Greek 
victory in the battle of Marathon. 
He accomplished-the run and sur- 
vived long enough to impart the 
information; then he fell dead of 
exhaustion.

STOCKHOLM, July 16.—Gloom was 
cast over the spectators and partici- 
pants in the Olympic games today when 
it became known that-the only Portu- 
guese runner in yesterday's historic 
Marathan race, F. Lazaro, had died in 
the hospita] this morning. He suffered 
from sunstroke in yesterday’s race and 
fell out at Silferdal on the return jour- 
zey, after running 19 miles. 

Fie was overcome at about the same 
point at which Kolehmatinen, the Finn; 
Michael J. Ryan, I. A. A. C., and J. 
Corkery, Canada, dropped out. 

A squad of boy scouts who were pa- 
trolling the course to help any runners 
in distress picked up the Portuguese 
and telephoned for an ambulance. Mean- 
time Lazaro was taken unconscious to 
a medical station, several of which had 
been erected along the course. From 
the station an ambulance carried him 
to Stockholm. He never recovered con- 
sciousness. He was delirious throughout 
the night and imagined he still was 
running the race. 

The Bohemian runner, F. Slavik, also 
is in the hospital, but his condition is 
not serious. 

The Crown Prince of Sweden visited 
the hospital this morning. He and other 
members of the royal family were dis- 
tressed by the accident.

WITH GOAT'S BODY 


Parents Demand Redress and Of- 
ficials Begin Investigation 
of Error. 


WRONG ADDRESS’ GIVEN 


Authorities Concluded Boy Tak- 
en From Children’s Institu- 
tion Was Foundling. 


Stanislaus Maggos of 2008 Cass ave- 
nue and 8. Marchlewski, undertaker, 
1609 North Jefferson avenue, consulted 
an attorney Monday to see what action 
can be taken against those responsible 
for the mutilation of the body of Mag- 
gos’ 4-year-old son, Joseph. 

The child died of stomach trouble at 
the city hospital Thursday. An autopsy 
was performed upon the body without 
the consent of its parents. When 
Marchlewski called for the body he got 
only parts of it, and they came in a 
box with the body of a young goat, 
which had been chloroformed for lab- 
oratory purposes. 

Officials Begin Investigation. 

The relatives of the child, grief strick- 
en and angry, say they will not rest 
until somebody has atoned for the blun- 
der. Hospital Commissioner Shutt, 
Supt. Wayne Smith and Dr. D. L. Har- 
ris, city bacteriologist, who performed 
the autopsy, have begun investigation. 
They blame the police and records at 
tbe Children’s Hospital, Jefferson ave- 
nue and Adams street, for the mistake 
atout the autopsy. The child reached 
the city hospital from the Children’s 
Hospital with the address 2008 North 
Twentieth street instead of 2008 Cass 
avenue, as the place where notification 
of death was to be left. 

After the child's death Thursday the 
hospital officers say they asked the 
police three times to notify any rela- 
tives there might be. Hearing nothing 
from these requests, the doctors con- 
cluded the child was a foundling. Har- 
ris authorized the autopsy and the pres- 
ervation of parts of the body for future 
examination. 

As to how the body of the child and 
that of the goat came to be in the same 
parcel, John Hibner, the man in/charge 
of the hospital morgue, says he can’t 
explain. 

Told Child Was Doing Well, 

The relatives of the child have a dif- 
ferent story. Mrs. Maggos, who is em- 
ployed, left Joseph at the Niedringhaus 
Memorial Mission Wednesday morning. 
That evening she was told the baby 
had become ill and had been sent to a 
hospital. 

The child died at 12:35 p. m. Thursday. 
Mrs. Maggos says she called up the hos- 
pital through an interpreter Thursday 
night and was assured Joseph was get- 
ting along nicely. The authorities say 
they) have no record at the hospital of 
such inquiry.

While there has been an almost uni- 
form reduction in charges upon parcels 
weighing §0 pounds or less, the rates on 
packages weighing more than fifty 
pounds have not been rmfterially re- 
duced.

This indicates the belief of the com- 
mission that the rates of the éxnress 
companies per 100 pounds are not, on 
the whole, seriously excessive.

Into Effect at Once. 

By the terms of the commission’s or- 
der the changes in the _ regulations, 
methods and practices of the express 
companies; the reclassification of ex- 
press matter; the changes in the billing 
of packages, and other administrative 
teforms: are required to be put into 
‘ffect practically immediately. The 
rates proposed, however, will not be- 
come effective before some time next 
autumn. 

The commission has fixed Oct. 9 as the 
date for the beginning of a hearing of 
the representatives of express compa- 
nies and shippers as to why the rates 
prescribed by the commission should not 
zo into effect. 

On every question except that of rates 
& gubstantial agreement has — been 
“cached between the commission and 
tne companies. . The latter express their 
willingness to conform their business 
operations to any requirements the com- 
mission might make; but they expressed 
anxiety concerning any serious reduc- 
tion of their rates lest it might seri- 
ovsly affect their revenues.

Miss Clara Alice Schwerdtmann 
Loses Life in Sight of Parents’ 
Country Home. 


CHILD COMPANION SAVED 


Rescued by Man Who Plunges 
Into Stream and Swims 
Ashore With Her. 





Mrs. Otto F. Schwerdtmann of 3532 
Flora court arrived in St. Louis at 10 
a. m. Monday with the body of her 
daughter. Miss Clara Alice Schwerdt- 
mann, 20 years old, who was drowned 
at Moselle, Mo., Sunday afternoon, on 
venturing into the Meramec River for 
the second time in her life. 

Mrs. Schwerdtmann was accompanied 
by her son, Herman S. Schwerdtmann, 
a cousin of the drowned girl. The 
time for the funeral has not been set. 
An effort will be made to delay the 
burial until the young woman’s father, 
who is secretary of the Schwerdtmann 
Toy Co., can arrive from California. He 
departed from San Francisco Sunday 
night after being informed by telegraph 
of his daughter's death. 

Miss Schwerdtmann, who was gradu- 
ated in 1911 from Lindenwood College at 
St. Charles, was drowned in sight of 
the Schwerdtmann summer home on a 
farm near Moselle. According to her 
relatives, this is the first year she ever 
had been permitted to go swimming in 
the river, although the family has spent 
several seasons at Moselle. They said 
she had been in the Meramec but once 
before the venture that ended in her 
death. 

With 10-Year-Old Companion, 

Miss Schwerdtmann and Pearl Stark, 
iC years old, went swimming together, 
aot too far out and were caught by the 
current. William Brown, who was sit- 
ting on the shore, saw their plight and 
plunged into the water, calling for help. 

Samuel Burt, 18 years old, who re- 
sides at Moselle and is familiar with 
the river there, was among the bathers 
who heard Brown’s cries. He swam 
to shore and ran down the bank, arriv- 
ing just as Brown carried the limp 
form of the little girl to shore. 

Burt decided that Miss Schwerdt- 
mann’s body would soon appear at the 
shallows a short distance below whére 
she was last seen. He accordingly sta- 
tioned himself there and waited and in 
a few minutes the body appeared. Al- 
ternately wading and swimming, Burt 
carried it ashore and a physician wags 
called. All efforts to revive the young 
woman were in vain.

HERO SAVES MANY 


Flood Enters Houses—William 
Dacey Wades and Swims in 
Torrent; Gives Alarm. 


WATER WALL 9 FEET HIGH 





Deafmute Clings to Child, Re- 
fuses to Be Saved—Men 
Climb Poles and to Roofs. 


Down brick-paved Belle street, in 


Alton, a torrent of water rushed early 
Sunday. morning, deluging a populous 
neighborhood and drowning four per- 
sons. They were Mrs. Frances Ma- 
guire and her three-year-old daugh- 
ter, who lived at Ninth and Belle 
streets; Heater Moss, a negress, who 
lived a block away, and Arthur 
Boyce, a negro boarder at her house. 

But for the work of William Dacey, 
it is believed many more lives would 
have been lost. He waded and swam 
from house to house, and aroused, the 
inmates, Paul Revere fashion. Smash- 


ing window panes, he arvused sleep- 
ing families and called to them to 
seek higher ground. 

Hills Act as Watershed. 

The steep hills of Alton acted as a 
watershed, during the heavy rain which 
began there at 11 p. m. Saturday. The 
water drained into the Piasa Valley, 
and the sewers soon became clogged 
and dammed. A mass of water ac- 
cumulated at the top of Belle street, 
and as brush and debris, which had 
formed a temporary dam, gave way, a 
wall of water: nine feet high swept 
down. , 

The Maguire home was directly in the 
path of the flood.. Mrs. Maguire is a 
deaf mute, and seemed to understand 
but imperfectly what had happened 
when Wesley Moore, a boarder at her 
home, tried to take her and her little 
Gaughter to a plate of safety. 

Moore succeeded in rescuing his moth- 
er, Mrs. Mary Moore, and Mrs. Ma- 
guire’s two older children, Fanny, aged 
12, and William, 10. 

But Mrs. Maguire screamed and clung 
to her youngest child, and Moore had 
te leave her. Later, when no one could 
reach her, she was heard ‘shrieking. 


Sleeping Negroes Drowned, 

The two negroes are believed to have 
been drowned without awakening. Other 
negroes in the same house had difficul- 
ty in escaping, the living room being 
almost filled with water. 

William Dacey, the Paul Revere of the 
flood, was one of four men in Charles 
Bohart’s saloon when the water rushed 
in there. He fought his way out and, 
sometimes swimming and. sometimes 
wading through the torrent, he went 
from house to house giving the alarm. 
The ot'e:?r men who had been:-in the sa- 
loon saved themselves by climbing on 
roofs and up telegraph poles. 

A series of thrilling rescues took place 
in the neighborhood. A street car was 
marooned by water in Piasa street and 
the passengers were taken out through 
the windows with the aid of firemen’s 
ladders and ropes. 

The damage to streets and sewers was 
estimated by Mayor Faulstich as being 
above $75,000. 

At Edwardsville an infant, whose 
parents lived in a tent, went into con- 
vulsions through fright at the storm, 
and died. 


MUCH DAMAGE IN 
CITY AND COUNTY 


Trolley Lines Washed Out, Sev- 
eral Persons Struck by Light- 
ning—Wind Loss Heavy. 


A phenomenally heavy rainfall, before 
caylight Sunday, resulted in damage to 


many buildings in St. Louis and in the 
flooding of a large area in the city and 
£t. Louis County. Lightning, which ac- 
companied the storm throughout, caused 
injury to several persons and did much 
damage to buildings. 

Mrs. Ella Williams of 3048 Locust 
street was asleep when lightning struck 
ihe roof, and two of her ribs -were 
broken by: falling plaster. Lawrence 
Firnback, a city fireman, was shocked 
into unconsciousness while talking over 
the department telephone from Engine 
House 31. 

Louis Kleeson of 4236 North Four- 
teenth street was cut by a fragment of 
a mirror, which lMghtning shattered. 
The steeple of the Emmaus Lutheran 
Church on South Jefferson avenué, and 
the campanile of the Second Baptist 
Cnurch on King’s highway were struck, 
Forest Park suffered the most serious 
overflow of 18 years past. Most of the 
lakes rose over their banks, and the 
fish hatchery ponds also had an over- 
flow. Some of the drives were 50 
sirewn with debris that they had to be 
closed to the public. Water stood over 
an area of three acres around the 
band pavilion. 

In the Rock Branch sewer district, 
in North St.. Louis, basements were 
flooded. So many complaints were re- 
ceived that Sewer Commissioner Mo- 
reno, with Speaker Sommerich of the 
House of Delegates, inspected the 
Lneighborhood and announced that legis- 
ination for enlargement of the sewer, 
from Nineteenth street west, would be 
requested.

ENGINEERS’ WAGES 


‘Arbitration Commission Meets in 
New York to Take Up De- 
mand for $7,500,000. 


By Aseociated Press, 

NEW YORK, July 1%5.—Members of 
the Arbitration Commission gathered at 
Manhettan Beach today to take up the 
question of settlement of the wage sg 
mands of locomotive engineers on 62 
railrve€s east of Chicago and north of 
the DSWlie River. The engineers’ demands 
tot..' 47,600,000 annually. 

The award of the commission, which 
is composed of seven members, is bind- 
ing and will run probably for five years. 

Ti-s arbitrators will have the right to 
fiz the time from which the award shall 
be sffactive. The locomotive firemen 
also hive asked for a wage increase 
amounting to more than $20,000,000 an- 
nually and the railroad interests say 
there will be other demands by train- 
men following the engineers’ award. 

Two members were appointed, one 
each by the engineers and by the rail- 
roads. The other five were selected by 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States and the presiding 
judge of the Commerce Court. 

The engineers named P. H. Morrfis- 
sey, former president of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen. Danie! Willard, 
president of the Baltimore & Ohio, was 
named by the roads. To these two the 
Chief Justice. and the presiding judge 
added Oscar S. Straus, former secretary 
of Commerce and Labor; Charles Van 
Hise, president of the University of 
Wisconsin; F. N. Judson, a lawyer of 
St. Louis; Otto M. Ejidlitz, president of 
the Building Trades Association, and 
Albert Shaw, editor of the Review of 
Reviews.

Other Cities Requiring Appli- 
cants at General Delivery Win- 
dows to Give Addresses. 


YOUNG: GIRLS PROTECTED 
Postmaster Akins Originated 
Scheme Here a Year Ago— 
Philadelphia Follows. 











The movement to banish Cupid from 
the postoffice general delivery window, 
which was started in St. Louis, is 
spreading to Eastern cities. 

Dispatches in the last ‘two days from 
Philddelphia and Flushing, L. I., have 
told of the enforcement of new rules 
governing the general delivery window. 
Girls and young women: applying for 
mail regularly at that window have been 
required to state their addresses, and 
have been told that mail would be sent 
them at their homes. The general de- 
livery window, they have been told, is 
for the convenience of transients, not 
of residents. 

Addresses Are Requested. 

At Philadelphia a Postoffice inspector 
has taken charge temporarily of the 
general delivery, and persons applying 
for mail are asked where they live. If 
they have local addresses, they are 
asked to explain why they do not wish 
mail sent there. This order applies 
especially to girls, and will be enforced 
to some extent in the case of young 
married women. 

At Flushing the Postmaster has an- 


general delivery letters addressed to 
girls he knows to reside in the village, 
and will deliver them to the girls’ 
parents. 

Postmaster Akins of St. Louis decid- 
ed a year ago that the general delivery 
window was doing too large a business, 
and particularly that too many young 
women were among its customers. He 
instituted the plan of questioning appli- 
cants about their residence and forward- 
ing general delivery mail to those ad- 
dresses. 

Reduce Work at Window. 

This made more work for the carriers. 
but it reduced the general delivery win- 
dow’s work so much that the force on 
duty there has been reduced by one- 
half, while the legitimate users of the 
window get -prompter service than for- 
merly. Postmaster Akins has been 
pleased to learn that the same plan is 
finding favor elsewhere.

peachment of Judg@ Robert W. Arch- 
bald of the Commerce Count formally 
was laid before the Senate today by 
the Committee of Managers from the 


House, headed by Representative Henry 
D. Clayton, chairman of the Judiciary 
Comunittee. 

Shortly after the Senate convened the 
House managers walked in a body to 
the rail before the presiding officer's 
desk and announced their mission. 

The Senate chamber and galleries were 
fairly well filled to witness the ‘sober 
proceeding. It had not been paralleled 
since the.impeachment of Judge Swayne 
in 1905. 

Clayton read the resolution under 
which the House had directed its com- 
Mmittee ‘to present the impeachment to 
the Senate. About him, in front of the 
Senate bar, were grouped the other 
members of the House Committee of 
Managers, Representatives: Floyd of 
Arkansas, Webb of. North Carolina, 
Davis of West Virginia, Norris of Ne- 
braska, Sterling of I]inois and Howland 
of Ohio. 

As Clayton concluded, and before he 
could begin upon the articles of im- 
peachment, Senator Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts pointed out that the rules pro- 
vided for a proclamation by the Senate 
Sergeant-at-Arms.. The House mana- 
gers retired to the rear of the chamber 
and Col. Daniel Ransdell, Sergeant-at- 
Arms, in a voice that scarcely reached 
the Senate galleries, made the formal 
proclamation:

It 
simplifies the method of making rates and orders 
severe reductions in rates on small packages. 
This is the first time regulation has been ap- 
plied to the express companies, and the result 
justifies the labor expended upon it. Relief is 
given from excessive rates on small packages, 
where it is most needed. 

Congress and the Department’ of Justice must 
deal with combination between express compa- 
nies and between railroads and express compa- 
nies. 

The report emphasizes the value of the par- 
cels post. The developing of a great parcels 
post system through the ready machinery of the 
Postal Department will do more to relieve the 
people than the most stringent regulation of ex- 
press rates, and will bring markets, producers and! 
business close together for the benefit of all 
classes. 

With a cheap parcels post in operation 
throughout the country, one of the great con- 
tributing causes of the high cost of ving will 
be eliminated. 

One of the worst effects of the express com- 
bination has been the power it has exercised 
for its own benefit against the public interest 
over the Government at Washington. The break- 
ing of that power is foreshadowed in the pub- 
licity of the monopoly methods and monopoly ex- 
tortions of the express combination. The force 
of public opinion is augmented thereby.

A PRECAUTIONARY STEP. 


New Orleans and other coast cities are destroy- 
ing, rats, as a precaution against bubonic plague, 
which is spread by these animals. By river toats 
and freight trains, rats from New Orleans, or 
possibly from Cuba or Porto Rico, may reach St.

The exptess business of the United 
States has been handled “almost as 4 
family affair.” By agreement the coun- 
try has been parceled out between thé 
large companies into zones, and com- 
petitive territory has ceased to exist 
except in Hmited areas. At the same 
time,- through stock ownership and 
otherwise, the companies are so inter- 
locked with one another and with the 
railroads that for practical purposes the 
business is managed by not more than 
three groups of interests. 

Against this grasping combination for 


‘the quicker passage of small freight 


now for the first time the power of the 
Federal Government, under the inter- 
atate commerce act, is to be employed 
for the protection of the public. For 
20 years since the railroads became sttb- 
ject to the act, the express companies, 
and to that extent the railroads which 
in lar#e measure shared the express 
companies receipts on a percentage basis 
or actually owned or controlled them, 
have escaped regulation. 

Double collection of lawful charges, 
overcharges and undercharges: resuit- 
ing in discrimination between shippers 
and the granting of rebates; obscure 
and unreasonable rates; slow service 
through arbftrary routing by indirect 
lines; confusing and unfair classificatio 
of matter; delays in settling claims for 
loss and damages and excessive insur- 
ance charges were found to prevail so 
generally that the commission proposes 
revolutionary reforms. Without enter- 
ing into the relations of the express 
companies and the railroads, it has un- 
dertaken to reconstruct the business 
and to create a national system of rates, 
classification and routing. 

If the express interests had ever 
shown any inclination to correct their 
methods or to meet the public half way 
in a spirit of fairness, instead of rely- 
ing upon their political influence to pre- 
sent legislation, they might be entitled 
to a certain amount of sympathy be- 
cause of the severe treatment to which 
they are about to be subjected. They 
are only paying the penalty of their 
own greed and obstinacy. ; ’ 

What the commission has done is to 
create @ zone express system of the 
United States, to standardize rates and 
simplify tariffs and rules. It has not 
attempted to say that the express com- 
panies are not entitled to ample com- 
pensation or to prescribe on what terms 
they shall divide their charges with the 
railroads. In some cases it has even 
provided for higher rates on certain 
matter.

University won the 1600-meter relay 


race, 
The French team was second in the 


relay, with England third. 


The United States representatives fell 
down sadly in the hop-step-and-jump, 
however, all three places going to Swe- 
den. 

The hop, step and jump went entirtly 
to Sweden, G. Lindblom, G. Aberg and 
E. Almloef being the winners. Lind- 
blom cleared 14 meters 76 centimeters 
(48 ft. 81-10 in). Aberg and Almiocef fol- 
lowed him at a distance of a few inches. 


Platt Adams, New York, covered 14 me- 


ters 9 centimeters (46/ ft. 2 7-10 in.); D. 

. England, 14 meters 6 centime- 
ters (46 ft. 1% In.); Badward F. Farrell, 
Boston A. A., 13 meters 57 centimeters 
(44 ft. 6% in.); C E.. Brickley, Harvard 
University, 18 meters 88 centimeters (45 
ft.

That sprinting is not the lone spe- 
clalty of Americans was demonstrated 
the Marathon race of Sunday after- 
when six of the first ten men to

the way. Both were well back of the 
leaders most of t route, but closed 
some ground at the end. Erxleben fin- 
ished eighth and Forshaw tenth. 

The day was blazing hot and the 
race started at 1 o'clock. Two Amer- 
icans, Mike Ryan of New York and 
John Reynolds, dropped out after 19 
miles, overcome by the heat. Ryan had 
been among the leaders of the race for 
most of the distance. 


Eighteen Nationa Represented, 

The race started at the Stadium and fin- 
ished there, the turning point being the 
little town of Sollentura. The distance was 
a few meters short of 25 miles. Eighteen 
nations were represented, the United States 
and Sweden being the best represented, each 
having twelve starters. A total of 65 men 
were sent away from. the starting point 
in the event. T. Kohlemainen of Finland 
figured prominently in the race from the 
very jump, with the policeman, McArthur, 
close up. 

McArthur is not the usual type of mara- 
thon runner, small and light, but, on the 
contrary, is a six-footer and weighs 174 
pounds. Three miles from the Stadium Koh- 
lemainen was leading, with Ahilgren of Swe- 
den, #Speroni of Italy, McArthur of South 
Africa, Dahlberg of Sweden and other Swed- 
ish runners very close up. Mike Ryan made 
his bid for first place about six miles out, 
when he forged to the front with McAr- 
thur, Kohlemainen and the others close up. 
Ryan could not hold the pace, however. 
and at Sollentura, Gitsaw, the team mate 
of McArthur, had gone to the front to pace 
his team mates. :
